If I felt free to mention names, I could tell 


tales to wring the heart about American girls 
who have married English noblemen. In 
almost every instance it proves fatal to the 
bride's happiness. It isn't long since Lord 
Flydiiiger married the heiress of an American 
Crocus. There was a tremendous time about 
it. ; She was envied by all her marriageable 
cronies, and old Croesus was congratulated on 
the fine alliance. He grinned with sell-com- 
placency and handed over $1,500,000 to his 
Lordship Flyflinger on the spot. Flyflinger 
took the wife and money and brought them 
to fcngland, where he introduced her to a few 
acquaintances and leaves her to shift for her- 
self while he travels with relays of fast horses

In common with Beecner, Webster, Ben 


Butler, Garfleld and other heavy framed men 
accustomed to deal with public audiences, 
Mr. Ingersoll has a not entirely pleasant 
habit of apparently addressing his utterances, 
not alone to the individual with whom he is 
conversing, but to the surrounding specta- 
tors, who ere long find themselves insensibly 
made part and parcel of what hitherto boo 
been a perfectly private conversation. Still, 
Ingcrsoll'stalk is bright and breezy, tinctured 
with self-reliance, self-esteem and a trifle of 
sblf-conceit He is on inveterate smoker, but 
has the habit of allowing bis flame to die out, 
lifter which ho finds the, to me, utterly non- 
understandable enjoyment of a second, third 
and sometimes fourth andflfth relighting.

Uaw HejKrtlls Mis Violinists—His 


methods of Reproof. 


Cor. San Francisco Chronicle. 


Thomas is not contented that his orchestra 


should play well; he wants them to look well; 
that is, he holds it as a port of bis professional 
credo that those on the stage must not only 
please the ear, but must please the eye. To this 
end he directs especial attention to the bowing 
of the violin players. In the orchestras to 
which San • Francisco has been accustomed to 
listcn-^ond this is not written in a harshly 
discriminating spirit—the first and second 
violins and tho violas have gone on at their 
own swoet will, one bowing up and the other 
bowing down, like a class of'girls in its first 
lesson of calisthenics. In the Thomas orchotf 
tri the players upon stringed instruments take 
their strokes with the unity of a machine. 
This is accomplished in two ways. First, by 
making every player watch the "loader" or 
first player of the particular instrument and 
take tho movement from him, as the crew of 
a racing boat takes its "stroke." Next, by 
dqiiig what no other musician in the United 
States does, having all his music written with 
tho down-stroke and up-stoko marks insert- 
ed Tho leading first violin has also to drill 
his men once or twice a week, to see that tho 
regularity of movement is not broken., 
Thomas never fails to notice tho faintest do- 
flQction from this rhythm of movement and 
the offender is sure to bo brought up with a 
round turn. 


:Thomas' methods of reproof naturally vary 


with the subjectdnd the object to which they 
are directed. A mistake that is a mistake, 
such as the best regulated families ore said 
npt to bo exempt from, he will treat as light- 
ly as a mother does an erring child, but if 
the error is one of willfuluess, or stupidity, 
oil laziness—and Thomas has not an idle bono 
in his body—tho reprimand it meets with is 
sudden and severe.

All these people are orange 
crazy, and believe that all the rich people of 
the north and west will come here to spend 
the winters and have orange groves, and they 
have hopes of selling out at labulous prices.

The forthcoming report of the Depart- 


ment ot Agriculture, to be issued in a few 
days, will show that tho prospects for 
corn have improved in all portions ot the 
State during the past month. The con- 
dition ot corn July 1st, 1883, when com- 
pared with the condition July 1st, 1882, 
indicates 16 per cent, larger yield per 
acre in the northern division, 12 per cent 
larger in the central division, and 5 per 
per cent, larger in the southern division 
than last season; The plant is not as 
large as usual on July 1st, owing to the 
cold, wet weather, which has prevented 
oltivation, and ha* been unfavorable for 
he growth of corn. The com on drained 
and is generally above an average in con- 
iition, and has been well cultivated. 
Mat on wet land is- small and weedy. 
Che corn area of the State is about seven 
million six hundred thousand acres. 


WINTEB WHEAT. 


The reports of harvest confirm the re- 


turns of correspondente, and give encour- 
agement for but little over 16,000,000 
bushels of winter wheat—a reduction cf 
several 'million bushels, when compared 
with the winter wheat crop of the previ- 
ous year. The condition July 1st assures 
an nvernge yield per acre in the comities 
of Henderson, Kendall end Mercer. In 
Marshall and Will there will be more 
than an average yield per acre. In the 
remaining northern counties there will 
be less than an average yield per acre. 
There will be less than two-thirds of an 
average yield per acre of winter wheat in 
the central counties, where two-fifths of 
the crop of 1882 was produced; none of 
the central counties promise an average 
yield per acre of winter wheat. There 
will be three-fourths of an average yield 
per acre, or better, in Adams, 88 per cent.; 
Cans, 79; Christian, 80; Fulton, 80; Han- 
cock, 85> Masorr, 82; McDonongh, 80;
